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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1951. 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  little  comment  other  than  the  fact 
that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has  risen  sharply  from  last  year’s 
very  low  figure  of  18.24  per  1,000  to  38.v59  per  1,000  live  births. 
In  actual  figure  1 1  infants  died  under  1  year  of  age  as  compared  to 
5  the  previous  year. 

Despite  the  surrounding  works  w’ith  concomitant  smoke  and 
fumes,  etc.,  the  area  has  not  great  sickness  incidence. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  the  steps  taken  to  try  to  remedy 
matters  are  mentioned. 

Again  I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  my  colleagues  and 
the  Council  for  their  help  and  support.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

(1)  NURSING  IN  THP:  HOME. 

No  nursing  in  the  home  is  undertaken  by  the  L'rban  District 
Council. 

(2)  MIDWIX'ES. 

Are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

••Ml  bacteriological  work  is  done  at  the  Bacteriological  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  County  Council  at  Derby.  Chemical  analysis  is  done  by 
the  County  .•\nalyst  at  Derby. 

(4)  HOSPITALS. 

The  Majority  of  patients  from  the  LTban  area  are  catered  for 
by  the  Chesterfield  Royal  and  Scarsdale  Hospitals,  Morton  Hospital 
and  Lodgemoor,  Sheffield  (for  infectious  diseases)  and  maternity 
cases  are  received  at  Ashgate  Annexe,  Chesterfield  Maternity  Home, 
or  at  the  Maternity  Wards  at  Scarsdale  Hospital. 

The  grouping  and  distribution  of  beds  is  at  present  under  con¬ 
sideration  and  it  is  possible  that  there  will  be  changes  in  the  near 
future. 
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(5)  CLINIC  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

County  Clinic  Brimington,  Chesterfield — Tuberculosis.  School 
Clinic  for  minor  ailments  and  a  Dental  Clinic  are  all  carried  on  in 
this  building.  Infant  Welfare  and  Pre-natal  Clinics  are  held  at 
Barrow  Hill  and  Staveley. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  conditions  of  employment  in  the  area  are  very  good  ;  in 
fact  the  only  men  available  at  the  Local  Labour  Exchange  are  those 
who  have  to  have  one  special  job  because  of  physical  or  mental 
disability. 

Some  of  the  industries  in  the  district  are  causing  concern  owing 
to  various  processes  causing  discomfort  and  annoyance  to  the 
residents.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  Slag  Crushing  Plant.  Improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  at  the  plant  on  representations  by  the 
Officials  of  the  Council  ;  but  when  the  wind  is  high  and  in  certain 
quarters  the  people  in  the  Hartington  District  still  suffer  a  great 
deal  of  inconvenience. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (Amendment)  ACT,  1951. 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

The  amending  section  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
November  of  this  year.  This  section  can  be  used  in  case  of  emergency. 
The  above  section  gives  the  powers  that  in  the  case  of  a  person  to 
whom  Section  47(i)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1949  applies,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  said  person  should  be  removed  without  delay 
from  the  premises  where  he  or  she  is  residing,  a  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  a  general  practitioner  certify  to  that  effect  application 
may  be  made  without  further  delay  to  the  Trustees  or  a  Justice  for 
a  removal  order.  The  order  under  this  section  remains  in  force  for 
21  days. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  order  under  Section  47(i). 
Action  was  contemplated  in  the  case  of  an  aged  caravan  dweller 
but  had  to  be  suspended,  Derbyshire  Council  as  the  County  Welfare 
Department  refused  to  be  responsible  for  detaining  any  ambulent 
case  in  Part  3  accommodation.  This  matter  is  being  pursued  further 
and  a  decision  one  way  or  the  other  is  expected  early  in  1952. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  most  cases  dealt  with  under  the  Act 
are  aged  and  infirm.  This  group  is  increasing  in  number  year  by 
year  ;  in  the  last  50  years  the  number  of  age  groups  60  has  increased 
from  2,462,000  to  7,343,000, 
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In  fact  the  more  the  position  is  studied  the  greater  the  problem 
becomes,  and  it  is  certain  that  for  various  reasons  an  increasing 
number  will  spend  the  latter  period  of  their  lives  in  institutions 
and  chronic  sick  wards. 

The  accomodation  now  in  most  hospitals  is  ta.xed  to  its  limit 
and  it  is  extrememly  difficult  to  get  aged  persons  admitted  to 
chronic  sick  wards.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  aged  should 
remain  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible  and  to  this  end  various 
domiciliary  and  other  services  arc  available. 

In  the  Urban  District  old  peoples  associations  are  very  active 
and  doing  valuable  work  but  the  cream  for  any  service  for  the  aged 
is  help  in  the  home. 

Even  with  ample  help  there  comes  a  time  in  the  lives  of  most 
of  these  old  folk  when  this  will  not  suffice  and  some  form  of  institu¬ 
tional  accomodation  is  necessary. 

I'nfortunately  many  of  the  aged  and  infirm  do  not  seem 
capable  of  appreciating  their  own  deficiencies,  and  it  is  sad  to  see  a 
hitherto  tidy  old  man  and  woman  gradually  deteriorate  to  a  dirty 
and  careless  individual. 

Too  often  there  comes  a  time  in  the  life  of  many  of  the  aged 
and  infirm  when  the  problem  faces  those  responsible  for  their  welfare 
is  to  allow  them  to  remain  neglected  in  their  own  homes,  thereby  the 
process  of  decay  is  hastened  and  all  the  worst  aspects  of  old  age  are 
experienced,  or  to  use  the  powers  that  insist  and  take  them  to  an 
institution  even  against  their  will. 

While  one  hesitates  to  force  old  folk  to  do  anything  against 
their  wishes  even  if  it  is  for  their  own  good,  it  is  reassuring  that  in 
many  instances  when  powers  have  been  used  and  an  aged  person 
admitted  to  an  institution  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  are 
appreciated  and  instead  of  being  a  "person  detained”  the  old  person 
becomes  a  voluntary  inmate. 

INCIDENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Diphtheria  : — There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during 
the  year.  This  is  the  third  year  that  the  Urban  District  has  been 
completely  free  from  Diphtheria.  The  immunisation  state  of  the 
1 — 5  age  group  is  a  matter  for  concern,  I  estimate  that  well  under 
50%  of  this  group  are  immunised.  While  this  compares  favourably 
with  25%  of  this  age  group  estimated  to  be  immunised  in  the 
Country  as  a  whole  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  figure  in  Staveley 
should  be  greater.

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HOUSING  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  waiting  list  for  Council  Houses  still  remains  just  short  of 
the  1,500  mark,  and  with  local  industries  in  such  a  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion  it  seems  that  the  list  will  increase  rather  than  decrease  in  the 
future. 

As  I  have  mentioned  before  Stavely  Urban  District  is  in  a 
fortunate  position  regarding  the  older  properties.  There  are  really 
no  very  bad  properties  in  the  district  compared  with  other  adjacent 
areas.  The  main  lack  in  many  is  that  of  amenities  such  as  hot  and 
cold  water,  bathrooms,  etc.,  but  all  but  a  few  are  wind  and  weather 
proof. 

One  rather  disturbing  feature,  however,  is  the  increasing 
difficulty  of  getting  repairs  done,  mainly  owing  to  the  high  cost  and 
the  small  rents  of  the  older  houses. 

On  the  whole,  however,  the  general  standard  of  housing  is  very 
good.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  for  1951. 

During  the  year  under  review,  progress  was  made  in  several 
aspects  of  Public  Health  administration,  but  the  housing  problem 
is  causing  some  concern  owing  to  the  number  of  families  having  to 
share  accommodation  with  parents,  in-laws  and  other  families. 
The  applications  to  this  Department  for  assistance  in  overcrowding 
and  unsuitable  accommodation  is  very  much  increased  but  there  is 
little  one  can  do  until  suitable  provision  can  be  made. 

A  fair  amount  of  repair  work  to  dwelling  houses  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  the  Department  has  been  on  the  best 
of  terms  with  the  tenants  and  the  landlords  in  so  far  that  works 
have  been  carried  out  without  formal  notices  having  to  be  served. 

Dust  Nuisance. 

During  the  year  complaints  have  been  received  from  tenants 
of  the  Hartington  area  regarding  the  continued  nuisance  from  dust 
by  the  Slag  Reduction  Works.  A  large  number  of  visits  have  been 
made  and  two  interim  reports  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee 
on  the  condition.  Some  works  have  been  carried  out  but  the 
matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

Deposit  Gauges. 

These  gauges  were  fixed  on  the  1st  November,  one  at  the 
Staveley  Chemical  Works  and  the  other  at  the  Rectory  Gardens 
— it  is  too  early  to  comment  on  the  results  so  far  but  some  indication 
of  the  amount  of  dust  and  soot  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  will 
be  obtained  during  the  next  twelve  months. 

Colliery  Tipping  Site. 

Some  improvements  have  taken  place.  It  is  now  proposed 
to  use  tipping  methods  by  Dumpers  which  will,  no  doubt,  be  an 
improvement  from  the  old  method  of  aerial  ropeway,  byconsolida- 
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tion,  but  the  unsightly  tips  will  still  have  to  remain  with  us.  One 
will  not  see  much  improvement  until  some  method  is  devised 
whereby  the  residue  can  be  left  underground. 

I  desire  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
for  your  unfailing  support  in  all  measures  taken  for  the  Health 
of  the  Community,  and  I  am  also  indebted  to  my  colleagues  in 
other  Departments  for  their  co-of>eration  and  assistance.

Housing. 

The  housing  position  in  the  IVban  area  leaves  much  to  be 
desired  and  the  erection  of  new  houses  is  of  a  paramount  importance 
as  a  large  number  of  married  sons  and  daughters  are  living  with 
their  parents,  in  overcrowding  conditions  which  does  not  lead 
to  a  peaceful  life  in  many  instances. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  13  applications 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  for  assistance  in  the  provision  of 
bath  rooms  all  have  been  granted. 

There  are  many  houses  in  the  district  which  fall  far  short  of 
the  requirements  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular  dealing  with  houses 
under  the  1949  Housing  Act.

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report  of  the 
number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year. 
45  visits  were  paid  to  houses  where  cases  had  occurred,  52  rooms 
and  240  library  books  being  disinfected. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  tendency  during  the  past  year 
for  infectious  disease  cases  to  be  nursed  at  home  due  to  shortage 
of  accommodation  and  the  distance  the  patient  has  to  travel 
and  the  difficulty  of  parents  getting  to  visit  them,  advice  is  given 
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to  parents  regarding  precautions  to  be  taken  and  secondary  cases 
have  occurred  as  a  result  of  im.perfect  isolation  to  other  members 
of  the  same  family. 

Verminous  Premises. 

Three  Council  houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year 
by  D.D.T.  powder,  Gammeaseare  dust  and  liquid  disinfectant 
with  D.D.  solution.  Supplies  are  available  to  house  holders  free  of 
charge.  One  privately  owned  house  had  to  be  disinfected. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

67  visits  were  made  to  food  preparing  premises  during  the 
year  1951 .  26  premises  were  used  for  manufacturing  food  including 

8  bake  houses  and  12  Fried  Fish  Shops. 


Food  Shops  and  Market  Stalls. 

209  visits  were  made  to  food  shops  and  market  stalls,  the 
Ministry  Model  Byelaw  under  section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  1938,  are  in  force  in  the  Council’s  area. 

During  the  year  circulars  have  been  sent  out  regarding  the 
handling  and  cleanliness  of  Food  and  three  notices  were  sent 
dealing  with  food  on  pavements.

Meat  Inspection. 

Duriiif'  the  year  75  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  the  Slaughter  of  Figs  on  cottages  premises.  90%  of  the 
carca.ses  were  inspected  and  the  meat  was  found  to  be  good  cjuality. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  conditions  of  premises 
where  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out,  all  the  animals  are  stunned 
with  a  cap)tive  bolt  gun  by  a  licensed  slaughter  man. 

The  whole  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  district  is  drawn  from  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughter  House  in  Chesterfield  where  a  thorough 
system  of  meat  inspection  is  in  operation. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Administration. 

I'he  Council  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  distribution 
of  milk  for  the  provision  regarding  infection  of  milk.

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  provision  of  an  up-to-date 
filtering  plant. 

Public  Buildings. 

During  the  year  defective  and  unsuitable  conveniences  at  one 
inn  and  at  one  cinema  were  reported.  The  work  at  the  inn  was 
granted  a  licence  for  building  at  a  cost  of  /1, 298  but  the  work  had 
not  begun  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  complaints  of  the  cinema 
was  dealt  with  but  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  is  still  under  consider¬ 
ation. 

Shops  Act. 

162  visits  were  paid  to  various  shops  regarding  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences,  employment  of  young  persons,  keeping  of  required 
records  and  notices  and  the  closing  of  shops  at  regulation  hours.
